System to Extend From Ashland 
Avenue to Twenty-third and 
Then to Pullman Avenue 
When Finished 


In hours the San Francisco, Oak- 
land Terminal Railways accomplished 
what the people have been trying for 
years to bring about. Yesterday the 
work of spreading the rails along 
Macdonald avenue and Twenty-third 
street, for the double tracking sys- 
tem, began, and before the week rolls 
by the city will be in the midst of a 
tearing up campaign which it has not 
seen in years. 

The rails are eytraordinary large 
ones and will insure easied riding. 
The double tracking will be done on 
Twenty-third street from the viaduct 
to Macdonald avenue and then down 
Macdonald to Ashland avenue. 

The agreement which the company 
has with the city excuses it from 
double tracking and paving its lines 
on Pullman avenue, but it must re- 
pair all pavement destroyed on 
Twenty-third street and Macdonald 
avenue. 

Yesterday the company ‘started 
hauling rock and rails. The rails 
were first put down at the curbing 
near Ashland avenue, which is be- 
lieved to -be a sign that the work 
will commence at that end.

Meeting Approves Plan 
For Amending Charter 


There was one opinion, 
seemed unanimous at the meeting 
held in Lincoln school last evening, 
and that was that the’ city needs a 
change of charter and @ new form of 


conducting its affairs. The meeting: 


was more largely attended than was 
anticipated. 

Talk after talk showed that those 
in attendance are far from satisfied 
with civic matters as they are pro- 
gressing under the present adminis- 
tration. 

Although there was no open 
breach, it soon developed that there 
is a difference of opinion in the 
minds of those who would amend the 
charter as to the plan desired. 

Mrs. Kate Smith talked at length 
on the Dayton form. When she had 
completed her talk a ‘number of 
those in attendance declared them- 
selves in favor of the Dayton plan, 
modified to meet local needs. 

That the proposition is being dis- 
cussed generally by the citizens of 
Richmond was shown by the many 
queries that were made from the 
floor. Fully a score of those present 
took an active part in the discussion. 

A. O’Dell, who presided as chair- 
man, asserted in opening the meeting 
that he felt the charter of Richmond 
is badly in need of revision. He said: 
- “We need action, not only talk. I 
kicked when the present charter was 
framed and I am still kicking, and 
always will kick until there is a 
radical change. We wan

the purpose ‘of. inaugurating the

formed. We can amend the present 
charter as long as there is a shred 
of it left to amend, and do it without 
the appointment of a body of free- 
holders, who might frame a charter 
shit themselves; which at the same

the people. We only need leave one 


sentence of the present charter if we 


want to. The chances for tempta- 
tion under the present charter are 


many. We must take away that 


temptation. I don’t believe it right 
that those who spend their time in 
the service of the city should do it 
gratis. I believe they should be well 
paid. We advocate the cutting down 
of the number of councilmen from 
nine to four. The council will be 
increased to five with the mayor. The 
mayor should be elected as well as 
the councilmen.” 

During the evening the proposed 
amendments were read. In a good 
mahy ways the amendments are in 
conformity with a commission form 
of government. One of the pro- 
posed amendments is to the effect 
that the four councilmen and the 
mayor are to get a salary of $200 per 
month. 

Although there were no bitter re- 
marks directed at the present city 
administration, the trend of the 
speaking all the way through showed 
that the actions of the council of late 
have not met with the commendation 
of many of Richmond’s most respon- 
sible citizens. 

Mrs. Kate Smith illustrated with 
a chart the Dayton commission form 
of government. She went into de- 
tails on the plan, her talk taking half 
an hour. In brief the system as 
she explained it follows: 

There are five councilmen. They 
elect their mayor. The function of 
this body is purely legislative. A city 
manager is appointed. This, city 
manager necessarily must, @ man 
who knows municipal affairs in every 
phase. He is high salaried.

He need not be a local 
man; in most cases he is not. 


There are five departments, as 
follows: Public welfare, public safe 
ty, finance, law and public service. 
Every one of these departments has 
a head, and he has his peculiar func- 
tions to perform. All the employes 
in the different departments of the 
city are employed on the civil service 
basis. 

One feature of the system is the 
giving of public lectures on health, 
hygiene and all subjects tending to 


moral, physical and mental advance- | 


ment. 

R. W. Byrn, a local real estate 

man, who took a prominent part in 
the discussion, enlivened the meet- 
ing by a few pointed questions, one 
of. which was: “‘“‘What provision un- 
der the new er amended charter could 
we make for a city councilman who 
would not work, and who has not the 
means to live without work?” 
He also said that some of the mem- 
bers of the city council could be left 
out, when the cut from nine to five 
comes, in order to give some of them 
a chance to make a living in an hon- 
est way. 

Some present declared themselves 
in favor of adopting the Dayton form 
of: government, while others thought 
that @ mere amending on a few 
points of the Richmond. charter is 
what is needed most. 

So much interest was taken in 
the proceedings last night that the 
members of the Charter League feel 
greatly encouraged and are planning 
to-.call another meeting in the near 
future, when it is expected that the

THE NEW CLUB HOUSE 


The beginning of work on the Club house is a matter of con- 
gratulation to the whole community which expects great things to 
come out of the connubiation that will take place under its shelter. A 


club house for women is always a different affair from a club house 


for.men. Men make of their club houses homes, when they have 


none elsewhere. They go there to loaf, talk to friends and have a 
good time, while women as a rule employ their club rooms for the 
discussion of public matters and the carrying out of those policies 
of progress and reform to which they devote themselves. 

Women are naturally more active than men, and now days when 
they Have less to do at home, they have more time for affairs outside 
of the home, and consequently we find them engaged in furthering 
many ideas and projects which men never think of. 

Women’s effect upon public life is not, as a rule, what it is ex- 
pected to be before the experiment of giving them a share in public 
matters has been tried. The mind of women and of men is go es- 
sentially different, they look at everything almost from exactly op- 
posite points of view and consequently what interests women is not 
even thought of by men and vice versa. The’ result is that where 
men and women both cooperate to build up and beautify and im- 
prove a community it is much better than it would be if only one 
sex were interested in the work. Just as the home is all the better 
for having the views of husband and wife and not of either of them 
exclusively. 

One result of modern improvements is that none of us have to work 
as hard as our fathers did. With electric lights, and gas, and foods 
all ready to eat with but a trifle of cooking to be done, with running 
water in abundance, and with stores and telephones and delivery 
wagons, the modern housewife, if she be at all economical of her 
time, can accomplish all her mother achieved and still have time for 
other things. 

It is leisure, not work that produces the best in art and science, 
and improvement. We do not mean that work does not have to 
be done to produce all those desirable results, but what we would 
say is that until mankind is over the necessary hard labor, and has 
time to think he has not time for art, or embellishments, or beauti- 
fying. When the men were clearing the forests, and grubbing up 
the roots and planting -the crops, and fighting the Indians, and the 
women were spinning the clothes, and cooking the meals, and doing 
all kinds of hard house work neither the men nor the women had 
any time to think of pictures, or literature, or an artistie house, or 
beautifying the streets or many other things that today engage our 
attention. It is the leisure of today, the far less work that we are 
called upon to perform that has given us the time for culture, and 
recreation and thoughts about what will please the eye, or benefit 
the ear or be agreeable from other points of yiew. 

Club houses for either men or women were not needed in the 
olden times because no one had the time to patronize them if they 
had been to patronize, but today things are quite different. Today 
the clubhouse is practically a necessity because there must be some 
common place where all can meet and discuss those questions that are 
of common interest to all. There must be a place where the people 
can be gathered together and rallie@ around a common center and 
taught to work and think, and devise in common, and that is what 


of i ignorance from one extreme to the atlier: Thus, having abolished 
straight jackets and other forms of punishment that should have 
been abolished, they allowed nothing to take their place, and the 
consequence is that the convicts defy the authorities to their faces 
and there is nothing to be done but to endure it. A prison is not a 
Sunday school, though some people seem to think that. it is, neither 
are the convicts simply bad boys that need to be told they are 
naughty. They are as a rule vicious, violent, unprincipled and 
reckless men, and the way to handle them is to recognize that fact. 
They should be amenable to strict discipline, but how can you have 
discipline without the power to punish? It is an absurdity. Can 
you bring up a child properly without forcing it to do what it should 
do? The parent who is too careless, too lazy, or foolish enough to 
allow his child to do as it pleases will rue the day that he was so 
neglectful before the child becomes very old. 

Convicts should be treated kindly but severely. There should 
be no coddling and petting, but there should be plenty of hard work 


| for every inmate of the prison, and the strictest discipline, and when 


any prisoner disobeys orders he should be punished promptly, se- 
verely enough to feel it, and instantly. That brings us to another 
phase of the subject, the sentimentality which is now pouring through 
some of the papers in an endless stream and which is doing its best 
to make heroes of the criminals, to exalt crime, and encourage crim- 
inality. It is the men and women who are preaching those pernicious 


the new club house will do for the women of Richmond. _ It will be 
their common center. It will be the point around which they can 
rally and discuss plans that will be a benefit to the whole community, 
their club house will be for them what the Chamber of Commerce 
will be for the men, and the result will be generally beneficial. It 
will broaden the ideas of the patrons of the elub and at th saeme time 
will broaden the ideas of the whole town. What we want in Rich- 
mond, what we need everywhere is a broad, liberal, and yet econser- 
vative view of human progress, and that the club house will tend to 
give. 


THE OUTBREAK AT FOLSOM 


Everyone will regret the killing of the convicts at Folsom last 
week. It is one of those events that every humane person be- 
lieves should be avoided if possible, and which all who hope for bet- 
ter things in humanity regret. Those who have given any attention 


‘to the sciences of physiognomy and psychology will see by looking at 


the portraits of the dead, that at least two of them were weaker 
mentally than their fellows, and under proper environments would 
have been decent if not conspicuous citizens. 

The cause of the outbreak is first therefore the unfortunate con- 
dition which prevails at Folsom and which places 1200 prisoners in 
$96 cells and which consequently forces the authorities to place sev- 
eral criminals together whereas every prisoner should have his own 
eell. There are some subjects which can not be discussed even in a 
modern newspaper although they usually go very near the limit, but 
anyone who knows anything of humanity can easily understand that 
four convicts per cell means éverything vile, low, degrading and 
damning. To hope to save a weakling under those conditions is 
imposible, and there are leaders, and Reroes in penitentiaries as well 


i in history, and the worse a convict is, the more he is admired by 


‘autong his companions and the mére willing and anxious they 
inet his example. The convict Haire, was evidently a 
that character and it was easy for him to suggest and to 
) Feat, to, follow_-biss. That was the first ‘couse of the/ 


doctrines who are filling our prisons, destroying their diseipline and 
ruining the convicts. To their doctrines not a little of the blood 
spilled at Folsom is to be charged. If criminals understood that while 
society stands ready to forgive and assist the repentant convict, it 
does not admire either him or his crime, it does not believe he is a’ 
hero but just the contrary, that he was sent to prison to be punished, 
not rewarded, and that he MUST obey the discipline df the prison— 
when, we say, that is clearly understood this country will not have 
the terrible record for crime it has now. Now the criminal who reads 
certain papers thinks himself a hero and naturally does as nearly as 
possible as he pleases. When that idea disappears and the criminal 
Tih placed where he belongs we shall have fewer attempts at jail breaks 
and better results from the punishment of crime. 


CAR LEAVES THE TRACK. 


It is not surprising that car 326, bound for Oakland, left 
the track the other day and tried to get on the sidewalk to continue 
its Journey there. Any well-minded and decent car would try to do 
just that thing. To continue to run along the miserable track be- 
tween this city and Oakland is sufficient to demoralize any car. The 
road between here and the Athens of California is in such shape that 
it makes all the passengers seasick to ride upon it, and if a car were 
able to ,grow giddy it would certainly collapse long before it had 
passed over the route. 

After Berkeley is passed the road is not quite as bad as it is this 
side of the university town, but even then it is far from ideal and it 
is only when Oakland is reached that it gets fairly good. The street 
car system on this side of the bay is the worse in the state, even little 
towns like Fresno being infinitely better cared for. 

The routes are numerous enough, and the number of cars fairly 
reasonable, but the cars themselves are old and in horrible condition, 
many of them being anything but clean. There is no way to tell 
after dark what line a car belongs to without rushing out in the mid- 
dle of the street and trying to read the sign upon it. The track is 
uneven, and so badly built that it is a wonder that ears do not leave 
the track and shoot into the adjoining houses daily, and to cap all 
this, poor service and miserable accommodations costs an enormous 
sum, that is keeping this city back and gouging every one who rides 
over the line. Ten cents is plenty for the ride from Oakland to 
Richmond, and the only reason the people are held up for the other 
nickel is because the steam roads do not run suburban trains here. 
and give the city the service it needs. A few trains are not what 
Richmond wants. It should try to get a regular service of decent 
cars and a fair price. 


LET THE VOX POPULI BE HEARD. 


The plan of calling a public meeting to discuss the charter re- 


vision and other municipal matters was a wise one. There should 


be nothing connected with this subject that should not be open and 
above board, and there should not be the slightest possible suspicion 


that any person or set of persons is going to run this town. Mass 


meetings are along the line of the old town government, which were 
so popular in New England and which were the purest form of 
democracy the world has ever known. 

It is not, of course, possible with communities as large as our 
towns are today to have their affairs regulated by mass meeting all 
the time, but there should be gatherings of that character often 
enough to give the public a chance always to be heard on every im- 
portant matter. If that policy is carried out we shall hear nothing 
of combinations, rings, etc., because there will be no possibility of 
anything of the kind. 

One reason why this town should have a strong, active chamber 
of commerce is to afford some medium through which the people 
who are not officeholders can make themselves heard and _ their
